OVERING a period of general artistic 
decadence not only in America but on 
the continent of Europe, Eastman 
Johnson stands out as one of the ar- 
tists who helped redeem this period. 
He has left to us a series of portraits, 

strong and vigorous, of the men and women of nat- 
ional importance in political, social, financial, ar- 
tistic and professional life of his time. He has 
enriched our art with pictures eminently American in 
subject and with landscapes equal to any of our 
great painters. His work is sincere, individual and 
of great technical value and with the perspective 
that time has given his work he stands out as one 
of our painters of fixed national position and of in- 
ternational importance. 

His first essays in portraits were in charcoal, 
crayon and pencil, and it remained until the last, 
with him a favorite method of spontaneous ex- 
pression. This collection of drawings is sufficient evi- 
dence of his artistic genius, the instinct for por- 
traiture and his versatility.
